Report from Guayaquil — Status of plague and yellow fever. 

Passed Assistant Surgeon Lloyd reports, October 7 : 

During the period from September 16 to 30, 38 new cases of plague 

in Guayaquil, with 15 deaths, and 8 new cases of yellow fever, with 3 

deaths, were reported. 

Cholera in Germany. 

The following information is received from the Department of 
State, under date of October 25: 

Consul-General Thackara cables : 

One death cholera, Tilsit, October 1 1 ; 2 deaths Andraischken dis- 
trict, Niederung, October 16 and 20; 1 case, child, October 24, Hey- 
seekrug district. All cases isolated. Proper precautionary measures 
being taken. No cases at control stations. Fifteen new stations 
established to supervise raft and river traffic on Russ, Gilge, Vistula, 
Oder, Rhine. Authorities consider danger disease spreading slight.
